Ottawa—An amendment to the 
Grain Act, of which notice has been 
given, providts that if the amount of 
grain in an elevator on August 31 is 
in excess of one-quarter of one per 
cent, of the gross amount of the 
grain received in the elevator during 
the crop year, such excess surplus 
shall be sold by the Board of Grain 
Commissioners and the receipts ap- 
plied toward the cost of administra- 
tion of the Canada Grain Act, 

Threaten Italy With Boycott 

Paris.—President Wilson has made 
some reply to the proposition of neu- 
tralizing Fiume and the international- 
ization of the docks and railways. The 
nature of the reply is not disclosed, 
and the Amcrican peace delegates re- 
fuse to discuss it. 

In Italian circles, however, it is re- 
ported that President Wilson has re- 
jected the proposal and has threat- 
enced an economic boycott, if Italy 
persisted in holding Fiume without 
an agreement having been reached 
among the powers.

Swift Current, Sask—No frost has

As aconsequence many far- 
mers have started cutting fields of 
flax that promise excellent yields in 
many instances. Fortunately, taking 
the district as a whole, there is a 
large amount of late flax, and it now 
seems assured that most of it will be 
successfully harvested. One farmer 
in the vicinity who counted on no 
crop is realizing over $4,000 from his 
flax, besides having a goodly amount 
of feed from late oats. 


Fire in New Parliament Buildings 

Ottawa,—The new parliament buil- 
dings were the scene of a fire, and 
but for the fireproof construction a 
conflagration such as that of Febru- 
ary, 1916, might have ensued, The 
blaze occurred in an inside room in 
the basement among some boxes, and 
the firemen had to drag their hose 
through corridors, etc.,-in order to 
reach the fire, The damage to prop- 
erty was about $2,000, but whether 
the dense smoke which resulted will 
injure any of the new painting or 
plaster is problematical, 


No Danger From Germany 
Paris—When the Chamber of Dep- 
uties resumed discussion of the Ger- 
man peace treaty, Andre Tardieu re- 
futed certain objections to the treaty 
made by M. Marin regarding the mil- 
itary forces Germany will be allowed 
to maintain, M. T'ardicu declared the 
German army should be reduced, un- 
der the terms of the treaty, to a sort 
of gendarmerie, and asserted — that 
France hud sufficient guafantees for 
the execution of the military clause 
in the treaty.

And 
it may as well be frankly admitted 
thdt it is not an easy matter to ex- 
plain in a short article, especially to 
those who have our present system 
of election of representatives to par- 
liayrent, “legislatures “and municipal 
councils by bare majority vote firmly 
fixéd in their minds, However, in 
view of the fact that. proportional 
representation is now a live issue in 
thig ;country, it is well that an at- 
tempt, at least) should be made. to 
explain this new system, its method, 
and the results which are sought. to 
be ‘attained by it, even though such 
an attempt may necessitate a scries 
of two or three articles. 

The aim and object of our electoral 
machinery should be to secure justice 
and freedom to all citizens, whether 
in a majority or a minority, to the 
end that they may be fairly repre- 
sented in parliament, and also that 
they should have the widest possible 
choice in electing those who are to 
speak for-them in parliament. Ed- 
mund. Burke»said. that the virtue. of 
the House of Commons “consists in 
its being the express image of the na- 
tion.” If it is not that, it quickly 
loses the confidence of the people, 
and with that confidence the author- 
ity it should possess to speak and 
act for the people. 

It must be frankly admitted that 
our present system of one-member 
constituencies—and that one member 
elected by a bare majority of votes 
cast over the next highest candidate 
.—does not secure to the. people a 
truly representative parliament. For 
example, in the Dominion general 
elections of 1904, the Liberals in 
Nova Scotia polled 56,526 votes ‘and 
elected 18 members, while the Con- 
seryatives, who polled 46,131 votes, 
did not elect a single member, Public 


these centres, whereas under the ex- 
isting System it is next to impossible 
for the working men to secure the 
election of a representative, their 
combined vote would secure to them 
their proportional representation 
from the city as a whole. What is 
true in the case of Labor, will be true 
so far as returned soldi¢rs, prohibi- 
tionists, independents, and _ other 
minority groups are concerned. They 
would be able to secure representa- 
tion in proportion to their strengih. 

In these Western. Provinces, in- 
stead of Manitoba being divided into 
fifteen one-member constituencies, 
Saskatchewan into sixteen such con- 
stituencies, and Alberta into twelve, 
constituencies would be grouped, and 
while the same number of men 
would be elected, they would be cho- 
sen from larger geographical divi- 
sions, each electing several members, 
thus providing that any one minority 
school. of thought in each of the pre- 
sent one-member constituencies could 
by their combined vote secure the 
election of at least a representative 
among the number elected in the 
larger electoral division,

Wheat Crop Will Be Sold Through 


the Canadian Wheat 
Board 


This season’s wheat crop of Can- 


ada» will be sold through a board, 
called the Canadian Wheat Board 
This Board, which has been appoint- 
ed by the Dominion Government, has 
been instructed to buy all the wheat 
in the terminal markets and resell i 
both in Canada and abroad. An ad- 
vance is to be made to the farmer 
of the following minimum phices for 
his wheat on delivery. These prices 
are based on prices of grain in store 
in Fort William or Port Arthur, and 
the difference between these and any 
higher prices that may subsequently 
be obtained will “be remitted to the 
farmer when the wheat is sold, as ex- 
plained below,
